Outrage Committed When Few Vicl- 
tors Were In That Section of 


Gallery 
London .-—An‘ extraordinary out- 
rage“was committed at the National 
Gallery recently. when four yaltiable 
oil paintings were damage’, the. glass 
each being smashed and the 


pictures hacked. The damage is es- 
timated at about $250 

A middle-aged man, giving the name 
of Ernest Welch, of ‘Salterne-road, 
Parkstone, Dorset, described as a 


house painter, Was arrested in con- 
nection with the affair and taken to 
Vine stre + pdlicé station and charged 
with wilfully damaging ‘the four. piec- 


tures. They are as follows Mrs. 
Constable, by Constable; The Glean- 
ers, by Constable; A Castle bya 
Lake, by’ Richard Wilson;. Hadrian's 
Villa, by Richard Wilson. 

The pictures are each about two feet 
square and are all situated in room 
23 of the National Gallery. - 

The act was committed abott half- 
past three in the afternoon, and very 
féw people were in this section of the 
gallery at the time, Suddenly the 
sound of smashing glass was heard, 
and some of the officials who hurried 
to the spot state that they saw the 
man in the act of jabbing the pictures 
with a two foot rule. The rule was 
afterwards found to be broken. 

Welch, when arrested, had about $35 
He said 
nothing when charged with the act at 
the police station and seemed some- 
what strange in his’ manner. 

The officials of the gallery do not 
despair of repairing the pictures, al- 
though of course the damage is great 
from an artistic point of view. 

Welch, who was somewhat shabbily 
dressed, entered the gallery with 
other visitors, no particular attention 
being paid to him by the gallery of- 
ficials. The outrage was reported to 
Sir Charles Holroyd the director of 
the gallery, who immediately investi- 
gated the affair, and the damage done, 

Lord Balearres, M.P., who is a 
trustee of the National Portrait Gal- 
lery, expressed the utmost indignation 
at the news of the outrage at the Na- 
tional Gallery.
